No-zero policy 
for grades 

under review 


Standards. Trustees 
say clarity is needed 
in the board’s student- 
assessment policy

Edmonton public-school 
trustees agreed Tuesday to 
launch a ftill review of the 
board’s student-evaluation 
process following weeks of 
public debate over one high 
school’s no-zero policy. 

Trustees voted unani¬ 


mously in favour of trustee 
Michael Janz’s motion “to 
review policies related to 
student assessment to ensure 
clarity, consistency and to en¬ 
sure that students are held to 
high standards.” 

The review was forced by 
weeks of debate, touched 
off when Ross Sheppard 
High School teacher Lynden 
Dorval revealed that he had 
been suspended for insub¬ 
ordination after he defied the 
school’s policy of not giving 
students zeros. 

Dorval spoke briefly at the 
meeting, saying “the system 
is broken and needs fixing.” 
Speaking to the media after, 


he said he has not been fired. 

Trustees heard from mem¬ 
bers of the public, none of 
whom supported the policy. 
Doug Senuilc, a social-studies 
teacher at Ross Sheppard 
for 20 years, blamed “over- 
zealous principals” and said 
there was “no evidence or 
sound research” to support 
the no-zero policy. 

Trustee Heather Macken¬ 
zie said she wanted to see a 
“clear philosophical state¬ 
ment” about the value of as¬ 
sessment, and trustee Leslie 
Cleary said the review is ne¬ 
cessary to “balance the tsu¬ 
nami of public opinion” on 
the issue.

Transit 
‘smart fares’ 
inching ahead 

Using a bank card or cell¬ 
phone to pay transit fares 
is the latest in technology,

A release issued Tuesday 
says Alberta’s three-year 
high school completion 
rates rose about two per 
cent to 74.1 per cent in 
2011 . 

“Albertans expect this 
province to reach its full 
potential, and more stu¬ 
dents finishing high school 
is key to securing a bright 
economic future for our 
province,” said Jeff John¬ 
son, minister of education. 

The release also said 
dropout rates have fallen 
3.2 per cent in students

Memorial. Loved ones 
pay tribute to Michelle 
Shegelski as lone 
survivor of shooting 
is removed from 
intensive care 


Michelle Shegelski was a tough 
armoured-car guard, but also 
a romantic woman who wore 
white lace and ruffles for a 
princess-style wedding just two 
months ago. 

It’s the same dress her 
family chose to lay her to rest 
in on Tuesday, as 200 people 
gathered at her funeral. 

“Her family thought it best 
to have her wear the gown she 
wore on the happiest day of 


her life,” Marcia Loder told the 
service. 

Loder officiated at Shegel- 
sld’s wedding and said the 
young woman designed the 
dress herself for a Victorian- 
style ceremony at Fort Edmon¬ 
ton Park. 

“She was a practical person 
and would have seized any op¬ 
portunity to wear her wedding 
dress again,” Loder said with a 
laugh. 

Others described the 
26-year-old they fondly called 
“Mic” as a strong, courageous 
woman with a quirky sense of 
humour. They said she was al¬ 
ways making funny faces and 
often tugged at her hair, which 
she called the “pull start” for 
her brain. 

And she was a passionate 


reader, who would have several 
books on the go at a time. 

Shegelski was shot dead 
with two other armed guards 
while they were restocking a 
bank machine at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta on June 15. A 
fourth guard was shot in the 
head and is recovering in hos¬ 
pital in Edmonton. 

Another guard who was on 
the crew has been charged with 
first-degree murder, attempted 
murder and robbery. 

Shegelski’s funeral program 
quoted some of her blog en¬ 
tries. In one, she wrote about 
hurrying to work for her night 
shift: “I suffer through the old 
runoff, moving down the dimly 
lit stairway to receive a brief¬ 
ing from the last shift. They’re 
tired and want to go home.

Kids who lend a helping hand 
in the kitchen are more likely 
to eat fruits and vegetables, 


according to a study from the 
University of Alberta. 

Yen Li Chu and Paul Veugel- 
ers conducted the survey with 
150 Grade 5 classes across Al¬ 
berta, and found that students 
who helped in the kitchen 
were 10 per cent more likely to 
eat fruits and vegetables than 
students who didn’t. 

“(Cooking) is a way to show 
appreciation for healthier 
foods and a way to get (chil¬ 
dren) to eat more,” said Chu.

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China. Family called 
traitors for breach of one- 
child policy, father beaten 


The Chinese father of a forcibly 
aborted fetus whose case 
prompted an international out¬ 
cry has been beaten and forced 
into hiding. 

Meanwhile, his wife and 
other family members have 
been labeled traitors by fellow 
townspeople, the man’s sister 
said Tuesday 

Photos of the mother and 
dead fetus had been circu¬ 
lated online, embarrassing the 
government and prompting 
the suspension of three local 
officials in Shaanxi province. 

They had forcibly aborted 
the late-term pregnancy earlier 
this month because it violated 
the country’s tough one-child 
policy. 

Apparently angered over the 
family’s contacts with journal¬ 
ists, the local government has 
since organized a backlash 
against the family members, 
calling them traitors.

Addiction. UN pegs cost of 
proper global treatment of 
addicts at up to $250B a year 


Drug abuse worldwide is 
stagnant but still kills about 
200,000 people a year, the 
UN’s drug-fighting agency 
said in a report released Tues¬ 
day. 

Based on 2010 figures, 
the United Nations Office for 
Drugs and Crime also said 
global treatment for drug 
abusers would cost to $200 
to $250 billion a year if every¬ 
one needing help received 
the proper care. 

But the report noted that 
far less than that is being 


spent, meaning fewer than 
one in five people needing 
help actually get it. 

Also, it said, loss of pro¬ 
ductivity and crimes com¬ 
mitted by those needing to 
finance their habit result in 
huge additional costs. 

In its annual report, the 
UN body said that about five 
per cent of the world’s popu¬ 
lation used illegal drugs at 
least once in 2010. 

Drug use remained stable 
in the five years up to 2010.

U.S. study looks at HIV 
testing in drugstores 


Free and fast. Test is a 
swab taken inside the 
mouth, and the results 
come in 20 minutes 
and are 99% accurate 


Health officials in the U.S. 
want to know if Americans 
would go to a drugstore for 
an HIV test. 

And to find out, U.S. health 
authorities have set up a pilot 
program. 

The $1.2-million project 
will offer free rapid HIV tests 
at pharmacies and in-store 
clinics in 24 cities and rural 
communities, the U.S. Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention announced Tues¬ 
day. 

Officials are hoping test¬ 
ing for the AIDS virus will 
become a routine service at 
drugstores like blood-pres¬ 


sure checks and flu shots. 

“By bringing HIV testing 
into pharmacies, we believe 
we can reach more people by 
making testing more access¬ 
ible and reduce the stigma as¬ 
sociated with HIV,” CDC’s Dr. 
Kevin Fenton said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Fenton oversees the 
agency’s HIV-prevention pro¬ 
grams. 

Since 2006, the CDC has 
recommended that all Amer¬ 
icans ages 13 to 64 get tested 
at least once, not just those 
considered at highest risk: 
Gay men and intravenous 
drug users. 

But fewer than half of 
adults younger than 65 have 
been tested, according to the 
agency’s most recent statis¬ 
tics. 

It’s important to know 
about infection not only for 
treating it but also to take 
steps to prevent spread.

The tests are already avail¬ 
able at seven places in the 
States, and the CDC will soon 
pick 17 more locations.

Man killed 
woman ‘in cold 
blood’for her 
apartment, 
court hears 

Serial killer Camille 
Cleroux confessed to 
murdering his 64-year- 
old neighbour because 
he liked her apartment 
better than his own. 

Cleroux said in a June 
2010 police interview 
that he killed Paula 
Leclair the month before 
because her apartment, 
in the same housing 
complex in Ottawa, had 
space for his things, a 
better view and was rent- 
controlled, Crown pros¬ 
ecutor James Cavanaugh 
told an Ottawa court 
Tuesday. 

“Before the interview 
was over, Mr. Cleroux 
confessed to murdering 
Ms. Leclair in cold 
blood,” Cavanaugh said. 

Cleroux pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to first-degree 
murder in the death of 
Leclair, as well as two 
counts of second-degree 
murder in the deaths of 
two of his ex-wives, Lise 
Roy and Jean Rock.

A 21-year-old woman from 
Saskatoon has talked of her 
link to accused body-parts 
killer Luka Rocco Magnotta. 

Destiney St. Denis is the 
creator of one of the largest 
Magnotta Facebook fan sites. 

She says Magnotta told 
her to create the page “weeks 
prior” to the day he was ar¬ 
rested in a Berlin Internet 
cafe after fleeing from Mont¬ 
real. 

St. Denis says she has 
passed the Facebook page ad¬ 
ministrator status to another 
person. She feels she was 
“somewhat” manipulated by 
Magnotta. 

“I talked to him about 


it prior to what happened, 
he didn’t tell me anything 
about the murder, but he 
asked me if I could make 
a page about him,” said 
St. Denis, who initially mes¬ 
saged Magnotta about videos 
posted online of kittens be¬ 
ing suffocated. “The last mes¬ 
sage he sent me was ... right 
before he got caught.” 

When asked why she con¬ 
tinued communication with 
Magnotta, she said: “I don’t 
know — he would always 
send me hearts in messages 
if I don’t reply to him.” 


When asked if she’d forgive 
him for manipulating her, she 
replied, “Yes.” 

Asked whether she’d keep 
in touch with Magnotta, she 
replied, “No comment.” 

Asked why she was so 
interested in him, St. Denis 
answered: “It’s because of 
his looks and his personal¬ 
ity, but I understand he is a 
psychopath.” 

Magnotta is charged with 
first-degree murder in the 
slaying of Chinese student 
Jun Lin, 33.

"Some people 
have a fascination with 
gore, with the macabre 
and celebrate these 
notorious figures," Olver 
added.

Drying up. North and 
South Korea scramble 
to protect crops 


North Korea dispatched sol¬ 
diers to pour buckets of water 
on parched fields and South 
Korean officials scrambled to 
save a rare molluslc threat¬ 
ened by the heat as the worst 
dry spell in a centuiy gripped 
the Korean Peninsula. 


Parts of North Korea are 
experiencing the most se¬ 
vere drought since record¬ 
keeping began nearly 105 
years ago, meteorological 
officials in Pyongyang and 


Seoul said Tuesday. 

The protracted drought is 
heightening worries about 
North Korea’s ability to 
feed its people. Two-thirds 
of North Korea’s 24-million 


people faced chronic food 
shortages, the United Nations 
said earlier this month while 
asking donors for $198 mil¬ 
lion in humanitarian aid for 
the country. 

Even in South Phyongan 
and North and South Hwang- 
hae provinces, which are 
traditionally North Korea’s 
“breadbasket,” thousands of 
hectares of crops are with¬ 
ering away despite good irrig¬ 
ation systems, local officials

Record heat hampering 
efforts to fight wildfires 


Searing, record-setting heat in 
the U.S. West didn’t loosen its 
grip on firefighters struggling 
to contain blazes in Colorado, 
Utah and other Rocky Moun¬ 
tain states. 

Colorado has endured 
nearly a week of 48-plus C 
days and low humidity, sap¬ 
ping moisture from timber 
and grass, creating a devas¬ 
tating formula for volatile 
wildfires across the state and 
punishing conditions for fire¬ 
fighters. 

“When it’s that hot, it just 
dries the fuels even more. 
That can make the fuels ex¬ 
plosive,” said Steve Segin, a 
fire spokesman for the U.S. 
Forest Service. 

Much of Nevada, Utah, 
Wyoming and Colorado are 
under a red-flag warning, 
meaning conditions are hot, 
dry and ripe for fires. 

For the fourth straight 
day, Denver cleared 38 C and 
reached a record-high temper¬ 
ature of 41 C Monday. Other 
areas in the state have also 
been topping 38 C, including 
northern Colorado where the 
state’s second-largest wildfire 
in history is burning. 


And the scorching heat 
doesn’t appear to be letting 
up soon. Temperatures across 
Colorado were expected to 
clear 38 C again on Tuesday. 
Segin said such prolonged 
heat is “extremely taxing” 
physically on firefighters, 
who are working long days 
and carrying heavy gear. 

The wildfires are also pos¬ 
ing a threat to tourism. 

Several large wildfires 
across the West have placed 
some tourist destinations 
from Montana to New Mexico 
in danger just at the height 
of midsummer family road- 
trip season, putting cherished 
western landscapes at risk 
along with hordes of vacation¬ 
ers. 

In Colorado, the $ 5-bil¬ 
lion US tourism industry is 
on edge as images of smoke- 
choked Pikes Peak and flam¬ 
ing vacation cabins near 
Rocky Mountain National 
Park threaten to scare away 
summer tourists. Flames from 
the wildfire burning near Col¬ 
orado Springs could be seen 
from downtown early Tues¬ 
day, said one report.

Sicamous, B.C. 

Downpours spark 
torrents that wash 
away businesses, 
homes — and people's 
hopes of a 
seasonal boom 


Up until this past Saturday, 
just before noon, Andre Rob¬ 
ert was eagerly awaiting get¬ 
ting hitched to his fiancee 
come December in Hawaii. 

Then the rain started. 

And within two hours 
and a 15-centimetre jump 
of water, the couple’s plans 
washed away — along with 
large swaths of their town. 

Widespread flooding in 
Sicamous, B.C., has halted 
the 29-year-old’s boat-rental 
business just as the seasonal 
boom was about to go full 
throttle. 

“We can go do the cheap 
justice-of-the-peace kind of 
thing, but we were hoping 
to go to Hawaii and elope on 
the beach there somewhere,” 
said Robert as he powered a 
boat from A.J.’s Marine Rent¬ 
als through just one of mul¬ 
tiple swollen lakes and rivers 
in British Columbia. 

About 350 people in the 
summer tourism town of 
3,100, more than 340 kilo¬ 
metres northeast of Vancou¬ 
ver, were ordered moved to 
safety. 

Its Two Mile subdivision 
was declared under a state 
of emergency after the week¬ 
end’s natural disaster. 

It topped the list of a ser¬ 
ies of communities in the B.C. 


Interior, the Kootenay region 
and the Fraser Valley where 
flooding is impacting lives. 

Across the province, about 
700 people have been forced 
from their homes and an¬ 
other 1,000 remain prepped 
to move out at a moment’s 
notice. 

Sicamous residents’ liveli¬ 
hoods are usually propelled 
by 100 days from June to Sep¬ 
tember. 

But fast-flowing wat¬ 
ers, sprung from torrential 
showers and rapid snowmelt, 
cleaved a path of physical and 
economic devastation.

"It’s a town that cares 
and Sicamous will get 
through it. However, 
there’s going to be a 
lot of heartache in the 
meantime.” 

Bob, a retired vacationer from Calgary 
whose family has had a home in the area 
for 40 years. 


That weather has stymied 
business for the marinas, 
boat and houseboat rental 


outlets. The Saturday storm 
triggered a massive debris 
flow that began when a river 
became plugged with logs. 

Massive pressure released 
the jam, sending rafts of 
water diverting from within 
the banks and thrusting 
down a road, through a park¬ 
ing lot and cascading around 
waterfront property. 

A cottage was pushed off 
its foundation, several dozen 
vehicles were submerged, 
and an asphalt road gave way 
to leave gaping holes that 
swallowed vehicles.

Rogers cuts 375 jobs 
amid lower profits, 
tough competition 



Connect. Rogers, Bell 
and Telus are vying for 
lucrative smartphone 
subscribers on next-

Rogers Communications Inc. 
will eliminate 375 jobs, a move 
that comes as the wireless, 
cable and Internet provider 
cuts costs in the face of lower 
profits and tougher competi¬ 
tion on all fronts. 

The staff reduction is part 
of a cost-cutting strategy an¬ 
nounced earlier this year and 
includes employees in the busi¬ 
ness, wireless, and cable and 
Internet divisions. They follow 
300 job cuts announced in 
March. 

For its first quarter, Rogers 
posted a lower profit of $305 
million, or 57 cents per diluted 
share, on $2.95 billion in rev¬ 
enue for the first quarter. That 
compared with a profit of $335 


million, or 60 cents per diluted 
share, on $2.99 billion in rev¬ 
enue a year ago. 

Rogers’ cable division is also 
battling fellow industry giant 
Bell, which has rolled out its 
Internet Protocol TV service 
in Montreal and Toronto. The 
service is delivered over an In¬ 


ternet Protocol network and 
allows users to watch sports, 
for example, while pulling up 
stats. 

The layoffs in March focused 
on management and head- 
office positions. At the end of 
2011, Rogers had almost 29,000 
employees, the Canadian press 


Coca-Cola. 

Soda giant to 
invest extra 
$3B in India 

The Coca-Cola Co. and its 
bottlers plan to invest an addi¬ 
tional $3 billion US in India 
over the next eight years to 
boost the soda giant’s stake in 
the rapidly growing market. 

The world’s biggest bever¬ 
age maker, whose brands 
include Minute Maid, Dasani 
and Powerade, is seeing some 
of its biggest gains come from 
emerging markets as growth 
at home slows. 

In its first quarter, for 
example, Coca-Cola said its 
volume rose 20 per cent in 
India, compared with a two 
per cent increase in North 
America. 

Including the new cash 
infusion, Coca-Cola said Tues¬ 
day that it now plans to invest 
$5 billion in India from 2012 
to 2020. That’s more than 
double the $2 billion it has 
invested since re-entering the 
market in 1993. 

The Atlanta-based com¬ 
pany had pulled out of India 
in 1977 to avoid handing 
control over to its Indian sub¬ 
sidiary and revealing its secret 
formula, the associated press 


Appeal Court allows bank overtime 
lawsuits to go ahead as class-action cases

Class-action lawsuits against 
CIBC and Scotiabanlc seeking 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars for unpaid overtime can go 
ahead, the Ontario Court of Ap¬ 
peal ruled in a pair of decisions 
Tuesday. 

The suits allege thousands 
of workers were denied over¬ 
time pay even though they 
were assigned more work than 
could be completed within 
their standard hours. The cases 
come amid a slew of similar 
cases over wage and hour issues 
south of the border. 

A lower court had denied 


class-action status to the CIBC 
case, while a different court 
had allowed class-action status 
to be granted to the Scotiabanlc 
lawsuit. 

However, the Appeal Court 
felt both cases, which have not 
been proven in court, should be 


handled the same way. 

In the CIBC case, teller Dara 
Fresco filed a lawsuit in June 
2007. 

Fresco launched the case 
on behalf of more than 31,000 
tellers and other front-line 
customer-service employees 


working at more than 1,000 
CIBC branches across Canada, 
including assistant branch 
managers, financial-service rep¬ 
resentatives, financial-service 
associates and branch ambas¬ 
sadors. 

Cindy Fulawlca, a personal¬ 
banking representative at Sco- 
tiabank, filed her class-action 
lawsuit against the bank in 
December 2007 seeking to rep¬ 
resent some 5,000 Scotiabanlc 
personal or senior bankers, 
financial advisers and small- 
business account managers.

Nik Wallenda has nothing on 
Charlie Sheen. 

Sure, the famed high-wire 
artist thrilled millions as the 
first person to cross Niagara 
Falls on a tightrope. 

But that amazing feat last¬ 
ed a mere half-hour, and Wal¬ 
lenda, had he lost his footing, 
would have been saved by 
a protective tether. Besides, 
the prayer-reciting daredevil 
called for holy reinforcement 
as he took his lofty stroll. 

By contrast, hell-raising 
Sheen has tempted fate for 
decades without a net. There’s 
been nothing to defend him 
from his death-defying appe¬ 
tites but tiger blood, Adonis 
DNA and endless bluster. 

That is the tightrope Char¬ 
lie Sheen cavorts on, 24-7, 
where at any moment he is 
poised to upstage everything 
else (as he did a year ago with 
his stormy exit from Two and 
a Half Men, complete with his 
public rantings and his cha¬ 
otic Torpedo of Truth concert 
tour).

Why the show will work 


• Premise. The new show

The writing has its bright 
moments, and the supporting 
cast proves serviceable but 
Anger Management exists 
solely to showcase Sheen, as 
it trades on the underlying 
joke: his own reputation.

The Beach Boys are back 


Fun for Wayne Coyne of The 
Flaming lips means collabora¬ 
tion, and a recent dust-up with 
Eiylcah Badu after they worked 
together isn’t slowing him 
down. 

Coyne and the lips will 
launch an attempt at the Guin¬ 
ness World Records mark for 
most live shows in 24 hours, 
playing eight concerts between 
Memphis, Tenn., and New Or¬ 
leans on Wednesday and Thurs¬ 
day. Trailed by fans along the 
way, they’ll meet up with acts 
like Jackson Browne, Grace 
Potter & The Nocturnals, Gaiy 
Clarke Jr. and Himter Hayes as 
part of the activities surround¬ 
ing MTV’s O Music Awards. 

The Oklahoma rockers have 
been finalizing details and jug¬ 
gling schedules and logistics 
as they chase Jay-Z’s record of 
seven shows in a day. 

“If you had to really consid¬ 
er all this in the beginning, you 
just simply wouldn’t want to do 
it,” Coyne said in a phone inter¬ 
view last week. “Lucidly, it oc¬ 
curs to you when you get closer 


and closer. I think it’s a little bit 
like having a baby. At the begin¬ 
ning of it is a lot of fun, but by 
the time it’s here, really it’s too 
late to turn back.” 

That analogy isn’t too far 
off the mark when it comes to 
describing the row between 
Badu and Coyne, either.

Within the first minute of con¬ 
versation, A1 Jardine is mar¬ 
veling about the fact that the 
Beach Boys are together again, 
celebrating 50 years of music, 
with a new album called That’s 
Why God Made the Radio and a 
tour with a set list that reflects 
half a century of sunny surf 
songs. 

“It’s truly amazing that 
we’re cognizant enough,” he 
starts. “No, that’s the wrong 
word, that we’re capable 
enough of delivering the goods 
at this high of a level for a 50- 
song set.” 

Jardine is funny, candid, self- 
deprecating and acutely aware 
that the history of America’s 
original party band includes 
more than a few chapters that 
are not at all Fun, Fun, Fun. 

The guitarist and singer 
was one of the founding mem¬ 
bers of the legendary band and 
he performed as a Beach Boy 
through the late ’90s, when 
the death of another founding 
member, Carl Wilson, caused 
the band to splinter into a 
situation where members with 
different names for their pro¬ 
jects played Beach Boys tunes. 
Jardine’s project was called the 
Endless Summer Band. 

He says the years of playing 
these classic songs without his 
fellow founders necessitated 
a little adjustment when all of 
the surviving members came 
together again. 

“We had to get used to 
everybody’s personalities in the 




band, because we didn’t use our 
own bands,” he says. “Brian, for 
the most part, used his own 
band, because he’s the most 
sensitive to that as his people 
have been a component to his 
resurrection, really. He’s really 
insistent on keeping that chem¬ 
istry together, and we went 
along with it.” 

The Brian he’s speaking 
of, is of course the genius in 
residence, Brian Wilson, who 
stopped touring with the band 
in tiie mid ’60s to focus on writ¬ 
ing and producing the band’s 
albums (as well as to reduce the 
stress on his notoriously fragile 
psyche). But even the pressures 
of producing, coupled with 
drug use, caused Brian Wilson 
to have a nervous breakdown 
when the Beach Boys were at 


their creative peak. The album 
that Wilson was working on 
with the band, SMiLE went 
unfinished for almost 40 years 
until that resurrection period 
Jardine mentioned. 

But Jardine seems very 
happy to have so many mem¬ 
bers who are so close to Wilson 
on the stage with him. 

“For the first time in the 
history of our music-malting, 
we’ve had enough people on 
stage to do all the parts,” he 
says. 

“We overdubbed so much 
— we were like harmony fan¬ 
atics — that we never could put 
all of it together in one place 
at one time. Now you have the 
original voices and pretty dam 
good players and singers doing 
the parts that the three or four

NO NEED TO 
FEEL THE BURN 


Enhance your workouts this summer 
by playing it smart and safe, says a 
spokesperson with the Ontario Kinesi¬ 
ology Association (OKA). 

As the mercury soars and humidity 
levels increase, don’t let your desire to 
stay in shape pull rank over your com¬ 
mon sense. 

“It’s awesome to exercise outside 
and to get some sunshine, but you’ve 
just got to be sun smart and hydration 
smart,” says Scott Tate, a certified ki¬ 
nesiologist and personal trainer repre¬ 
senting the OKA. “Physical activity is 
proven to prevent, manage and treat all 
sorts of diseases and conditions, but 
doing it safely is particularly 
important in the heat of summer.” 

Once temperatures climb above 25 
C and humidity rises higher than 80 
per cent, your body has a tougher time 
managing its internal thermostat. Add 
in exercise and that will further 
challenge the body’s response, says 
Tate. 

You are best to exercise in air-condi¬ 
tioned facilities, especially if you have 
a history of cardiovascular disease or 
are recently recovering from stroke or 
heart attack. Pregnant women should 
seek cooler spots for fitness because a 
developing fetus has less capacity to 
regulate temperature, he says. 

Hydration is vital. Drink a cup or 
two of water 30 to 60 minutes before 
exercising. If your workout extends be¬ 
yond 30 minutes, sip another cup or so. 
Be careful not to drink too much so that 
it makes exercising uncomfortable. 

Watch your intensity and monitor 
your heart rate using cardiac watches, 


TAKE CUES FROM 
YOUR CHILDREN 

Slot in family fitness during the 
summer when kids are out of 
school and itching to do 
something physical. To get start¬ 
ed, Shaun Karp, a personal train¬ 
ing expert based in Vancouver, 
recommends playing games kids 
love such as survivor tag in 
which multiple people become 
“it” or Marco Polo, a tag game 
often played in swimming pools. 

“Take cues from your kids,” 
Karp says. “You can’t expect 
kids to do what adults want to do 
in terms of fitness. Catch might 
not be interesting enough for 
kids, but by running and playing 
tag you’ll burn more calories.” 

chest straps or new smartphone apps 
that let you measure your vital signs 
by holding your finger over a sensor. 

Consider wearing fabrics that 
absorb moisture such as Dri-FIT gar¬ 
ments that wick perspiration away 
from the body, advises Shaun Karp, a 
personal training expert based in Van¬ 
couver. 

“Get your gym work done in morn¬ 
ing because it’s cooler outside,” says 
Karp. “That gets it out of the way be¬ 
cause it’s hard to be motivated to go to 
the gym on a hot, sunny day. Besides, 
it’s beneficial to work out in the morn¬ 
ing because it speeds up your metabo¬ 
lism for rest of the day.” - Kelly Putter

If parent Honda’s research is 
correct, the Acura ILX sedan 
will be a hit with a new crop 
of near-premium buyers who 
have their eyes on their bank 
accounts. 

In fact, the compact ILX, 
which is just now arriving in 
dealer showrooms, is a far cry 
from the automaker’s earlier 
entry-level efforts, such as the 
fim-loving Integra sedan and 
coupe from the 1980s and ’90s, 


All models show up in a 
well-equipped state and in¬ 
clude a power moonroof, 
keyless push-button start, 
rear-view camera and a 
six-speaker audio system. 
The available Premium 
Package includes leather- 
covered seats (heated in 
front), premium audio 
system and 17-inch wheels 
(16s are standard). 


the flashier RSX coupe from the 
’00s and the Honda Civic-based 
CSX sedan that was retired pri¬ 
or to the 2012 model year. 

Those models appealed to 
a more exuberant audience, 
including the so-called “tuner” 
crowd, while Acura’s newest 
pocket sedan is for a growing 
segment of non-enthusiast Gen- 
eration-Y-types in their mid-20s 
to mid-30s who favour afford¬ 
able luxury with a side order of 


There’s nothing shy about 
the range of powertrain 
options. Base iterations ar¬ 
rive with a 150-horsepower 
2.0-litre four-cylinder engine 
that operates through a five- 
speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion. 

For the more perform¬ 
ance-minded, there’s a 
201-horsepower, 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder that uses a 


social responsibility. 

As with the previous CSX, 
the ILX is actually based—veiy 
loosely—on the current Honda 
Civic, although the ILX is larger.

$29,700, including destina¬ 
tion charges, for the base 2.0 
and climbs to $36,900 for the 
Hybrid, while the 2.4 starts at 
$31,900. 

Those values should appeal 
to the Gen Y target group, but 
it’s likely that more aging baby 
boomers than Acura antici¬ 
pates will also pick the ILX for 
its conservative stature, pam¬ 
pering amenities and appealing 
price.

We have no idea how many 
people felt they got really 
hosed on price when they 
last purchased a vehicle. No 
one seems to track stats on 
hosings of that nature. 

But the fine people 
of J.D. Power and Associ¬ 
ates do have some insight 
into how Canadians “feel” 
about the prices they pay 
at dealerships, how much 
they “think” dealers make 
on each vehicle sale, and if 
those amounts strike them 
as fair or unfair. 

J.D. Power conducted its 
survey on the above ques¬ 
tions this spring (April-May), 
and noted that while there 
was some variance between 
buyers of the various brands, 
between one-fifth and one- 
quarter of all owners felt 
they had, in all likelihood, 
overpaid for their new ride. 

Consequently, this group 


of buyers, at least one-fifth of 
all respondents, felt they had 
paid an “unfair” price. 

Well, it just so happens 
that J.D. Power also surveys 
dealerships. During the 
same period as the consumer 
survey, the responding 


dealerships said they earned 
an average “front-end” gross 
profit of $1,161 per new 
vehicle sold. 

How much did consum¬ 
ers “think” dealers made on 
each new vehicle sold? About 
36 per cent of respondents 


estimated the dealer profit 
at more than $3,000, while a 
further 26 per cent estimat¬ 
ed it to be between $1,500 
and $3,000. 

In its press release of this 
survey, J.D. Power felt this 
“extremely inflated (con¬ 


sumer) view of retailer per- 
vehicle gross profit” was a 
big problem for dealers, es¬ 
pecially as many consumers 
don’t know and/or appreci¬ 
ate all the dealership expens¬ 
es that have to be recovered 
by those profit margins. 


The problem, as I see it, is 
that’s not really a problem, 
just a situation. It’s virtually 
impossible for both parties 
to be happy all the time. 
And a little wariness on both 
sides is a not bad thing. 

There are other factors 
dragging down the percep¬ 
tion relationship too. For ex¬ 
ample, how can a customer 
feel like she’s just stolen a 
car when she over-extended 
herself to hand over a cheque 
for $30,200 or so (the aver¬ 
age transaction price YTD)?

Four, six or eight cylinders: What’s the difference? 


Driving Force. If you’re 
new to the car world, 
take heed as writer Jil 
McIntosh dishes out 
engine cylinders 101

You’ve undoubtedly heard 
engines described by their 
cylinders: a four-cylinder, or 
maybe a V6 or V8. But what 
does it mean, and why are 
there different sizes? 

“It depends on what you 


want the vehicle to do,” says 
Hayato Mori, manager of 
product planning for Honda 
Canada. 

“You want adequate 
power, but you also want 
very good fuel economy. You 
could put a V6 in a Civic and 
you would have lots of power, 
but there would be a heavy 
penalty on the fuel side when 
compared to a four-cylinder.” 

Cylinders are exactly as 
they sound: hollow cylinders 
bored into the engine. They 
contain pistons, which rapid¬ 
ly move up and down when 
the engine is running. 

The pistons are attached to 
a heavy central shaft, called a 
crankshaft, and their up-and- 


down movement turns the 
crankshaft just as your legs 
move up and down to power 
a bicycle. The crankshaft’s 
spinning motion is what 
eventually turns the wheels. 

In the past, an engine with 
more cylinders was almost 
always more powerful. Today, 
thanks to various technolo¬ 
gies, some four-cylinder en¬ 
gines can make as much or 
even more power than some 
six-cylinder engines. 

Four-cylinder engines 
have their cylinders laid 
out in a row. This is called 
an inline four, or “1-4.” Most 
six-cylinders and all eight- 
cylinders have theirs slanted 
down toward the crankshaft 


in a “V” shape, which is why 
they’re known as a V6 or V8. 

“It comes down to space,” 
Mori says. An engine with 
four inline cylinders is small 
enough to fit, but putting 
six or eight cylinders in a 
line would require too much 
room under the hood. 

In addition to their cylin¬ 
ders, engines are also rated 
in litres, such as a 3.5-litre 
V6. This number is its dis¬ 
placement, which refers to 
the interior volume of all of 
the cylinders combined. Im¬ 
proved engine technologies 
also mean that you don’t 
necessarily need a larger-dis- 
placement engine to produce 
a lot of power.

Porsche says you don’t drive 
fast in a Boxster. Rather, you 
drive the third-generation road¬ 
ster “with a dynamic driving 
style.” 

Remember that phrase 
should your exuberance at¬ 
tract the local constabulary, al¬ 
though reciting it likely won’t 
save you from financial penalty 
and attendant points deduc¬ 
tion. 

For the 2013 model year, 


Porsche’s dynamically daring 
Boxster is brand new, despite 
appearing familiar with its mid- 
mounted engine and recogniz¬ 
able silhouette. 

But the numerous differ¬ 
ences collectively add up to 
significant change. The wind¬ 
shield is more steeply raked 
and has been relocated forward 
of the cockpit by 10 centi¬ 
metres, presumably for aerody¬ 
namic reasons and to keep your 
noggin a safe distance from 
the windshield edge when en¬ 
tering/exiting. 

The rest of the body is now 
edgier, especially the deeply 
sculpted door panels, reshaped 
fenders and a rear deck with a 
prominent spoiler that give the 
Boxster a squared-up presence 
reminiscent of the Carrera GT 
supercar. 

Nearly 6.5 centimetres have 


been added between the front 
and rear wheels for greater leg- 
room. Overall length, however, 
has increased by only about 
2.5 centimeters due to reduced 
front body overhang. The Box- 
ster’s wheels have been moved 
farther outboard for a wider 
stance and the car now sits 
slightly closer to the ground, all 
of which aids stability and cor¬ 
nering composure. 


Another noticeable design 
change is the latch-free power- 
operated soft top that no longer 
hides beneath a hard tonneau 
when folded; a portion of the 
roof remains exposed. 

That doesn’t in any way hin¬ 
der the roadster’s eye-riveting 
looks and allows the folding/ 
unfolding process to occur in 
a quick-draw nine seconds (for¬ 
merly 12) and “with a dynamic 


driving style” of up 50 km/h. 

The cockpit has been re¬ 
engineered to a similar degree 
with a new centre console, con¬ 
trol panel and optional sport 
seats that assist whenever the 
aforementioned dynamic driv¬ 
ing style is initiated. 

A console-mounted elec¬ 
tronic parking lever now re¬ 
places the traditional hand¬ 
brake control, which might 
upset some Porsche purists, but 
there’s no denying its elegance. 

Following this month’s 
launch, the latest Boxster will 
generate considerable interest 
and once more leave Porsche 
911 Cabriolet buyers wonder¬ 
ing why they didn’t save nearly 
half the car’s $108,000 admis¬ 
sion fee and instead select a 
roadster that can turn both 
corners and heads with equal 
aplomb.

Auto Know. Are 

cars too quiet? 

As incredible as it 
seems, it's a problem 
that governments 
and companies are 
spending millions on 
while others claim that 
adding noise is yet 
just another crutch for 
lousy driving

The entire initiative seems 
counterintuitive and a bit con¬ 
tradictory, at least on the sur¬ 
face. 

In the name of noise-pollu¬ 
tion control, automakers have 
spent decades trying to reduce 
sound emissions in their ma¬ 
chines. 

But in an effort to improve 
safety for pedestrians and bicyc¬ 
lists, federal mandates are be¬ 
ing drafted this summer in the 
United States that are designed 


to make hybrid and electric 
vehicles (HEVs)... less quiet. 

Two studies by the U.S. Na¬ 
tional Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA) in 
2009 and 2011 confirmed what 
the agency already suspected 
— HEVs operate so quietly they 
are a apparently a growing safe¬ 
ty hazard to cyclists and pedes¬ 
trians, especially the blind. 

“Blind people simply can¬ 
not travel safely and independ¬ 
ently without hearing vehicle 
sounds,” said Chris Danielsen 
from the National Federation of 
the Blind. 

“We use the sound of traf¬ 
fic to determine the speed and 
direction cars are moving, as 
well as if they are accelerating 
or decelerating. We got a lot of 
feedback from members saying 
they had close calls with these 
(electric) cars.” 

The NHTSA study found 
that at speeds below 35 m.p.h. 
(55 km/h) — the speed at which 
tire and wind noise are negli¬ 
gible — HEVs move so quietly, 
they are 37 per cent more likely 
to collide with walkers and 66 
per cent more likely to collide 
with cyclists than traditional 
gas-powered cars. 

These NHTSA findings, 


coupled with the Pedestrian 
Safety Act of 2010, have created 
a federal mandate for noise- 
makers to be built into all new 
HEVs by 2017. 

Details are still being 
worked out, but some auto¬ 
makers are wasting no time 
addressing these upcoming 
regulations, and one is actually 
taking to the Internet to find a 
suitable sound. 

Ford recently posted its four 
audible choices on its Facebook 
page for consumers to vote on 
which one is the best noise op¬ 
tion for its future HEVs. (We’ve 
set up a direct link to Ford’s 
media site: tinyurl.com/fordev- 
sounds). 

“We’re trying to find a dis¬ 
tinct sound that’s pleasing to 
customers and alerts them of 
an oncoming vehicle,” said 
Dave McCreadie, Ford’s noise/ 
vibration supervisor for hybrid 
and electric vehicles. 

“This sound needs to be 
something that can be integrat¬ 
ed into a person’s sound spec¬ 
trum so they can immediately 


recognize the noise and associ¬ 
ate with an (electric vehicle) 
approaching ... just like we do 
with emergency-vehicle sirens.” 

The Chevrolet Volt hybrid 
makes a chirping sound when 
its turn signal is activated and 
the Nissan Leaf electric car 
makes a whirling sound mov¬ 
ing forward and a chirp in re¬ 
verse. Toyota spent about two 
years developing a futuristic 
Jetson-lilce noise for its popular 
Prius hybrid, a unique sound 
that’s standard on all 2012 
models. 

Final and firm federal man¬ 
dates for minimum sound lev¬ 
els remain a few miles up the 
road. The NHTSA has until 2014 
to release its guidelines and put 
these safety initiatives in place. 
And several issues will need to 
be addressed along the way. 

Will the artificial noise 
come from the motor or will 
it be electronically simulated 
through a device mounted on 
or hidden in the front bumper? 

Will the driver have control 
over whether the simulated 


sound is emitted, or will the 
warning noise be generated 
automatically? 

Many details remain un¬ 
settled but some feelings of 
government intrusion on the 
issue do not. Paul Scott is the 
vice president of Plug In Amer¬ 
ica, an advocacy group that pro¬ 
motes the use of electric and 
hybrid vehicles. 

He said that the sound of si¬ 
lence provides much of the ap¬ 
peal to these HEVs and it should 
not be squelched. 

“Quiet cars need to stay 
quiet. We worked hard to make 
them that way,” Scott said. “It’s 
the driver’s responsibility not 
to hit somebody.” 

Scott and anti-noise-pollu- 
tion groups are making plenty 
of their own noise with the 
belief that common sense and 
diligence should supersede big 
government on this matter. 
Their main argument is that 
the 125 collisions examined 
by the NHTSA between HEVs 
and pedestrians/cyclists in the 
2009 study provided too small 
of a sample to offer much cred¬ 
ibility. 

“I don’t know of any injur¬ 
ies related to this, but it is a con¬ 


cern,” Toyota spokesman John 
Hanson said of the stealthy hy¬ 
brids. “It’s a fact that these cars 
are very quiet and could pose a 
risk to unsighted people.” 

The debate over minimum 
noise requirements is a lively 
one, but not a new one. 

Back in the age of actual 
horsepower, the sound of sleigh 
bells had nothing to do with 
holiday cheer and everything 
to do with not getting trampled 
by a horse. The City of Balti¬ 
more even issued a $1 fine to 
anyone who didn’t make their 
sleigh noisy enough. 

We’ve come a long way 
since the days of sleigh bells 
and carriages, but the object¬ 
ives for improved safety on the 
roadways remain the same. 

For much of the general 
population, any mandate to in¬ 
crease vehicle noise may seem 
like a meddling government 
and a misguided waste of time 
and money on a problem that’s 
at best anecdotal. 

But for the 1.3 million Amer¬ 
icans who are legally or com¬ 
pletely blind, electric vehicles 
can be both silent and deadly, 
and a little fake noise could be 
a real lifesaver.
